Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-2 and 4-27 in Paper No. 8 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that no restriction was done in the parent case, 
which was a PCT international application. This is not found persuasive because a continuing 
appHcation of a PCT international application is restrictable under normal application rules filed 
in the US. In the instant case once and if a subgenus of compounds has been determined to 
allowable, the Examiner will allow the corresponding in scope method and process claims. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FE^AL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The elected species was found allowable over the prior art.
